,The society decided that It cannot 
at the present tim e finance extended 
hum ane education work in the schools 
ihrougn the em ploym ent of a special 
trained w orker, such as Mrs. Virginia 
Saflel M ercer, who had been consid­ 
ered for the place, but it is under­ 
s to o d that som e of its m em bers will 
interest 
ethem selves in 
finding out 
just how the school authorities re­ 
gard such auxiliary education, and 
the m atter m ay be taken up later.

HOUSE PASSES NAVAL 
APPROPRIATION BILL 


W ashington, Feb. 6.—O ver a stren 
nous protest from M ajority I^eader 
U nderw ood, th e house in passing the 
naval appropriation bill Friday night 
retained provision for th e construc­ 
tion of tw o dreadnaughts. 
(R epresentative Underwood declar­ 
ed the nation w as facing a probable 
treasu ry deficit next year of $35,000,- 
000, and econom y advocates led by 
him succeeded in striking out appro­ 
priations aggregating m ore than $«. 
000,000 for five subm arines, a trans 
port and hospital ship. 
The bill as It goes to the senate 
carries $144,648,902, and authorizes 
the follow ing construction program : 
Two battleships of the largest and 
most powerful design, $7,800,000 each, 
exclusive of arm or and arm am ent; 
six torpedo boat destroyers, $925,000 
each; one sea going subm arine tor­ 
pedo boat; 
$1,400,000; 
eleven suUf 
m arines, $550,000 each; one oil fuel 
ship, $1,140,000. 
The proposed hos 
pital ship would have cost $2,500,000 
and the transport $1,100,000.
